Various administrations of the City of Belle Glade have discussed, cussed, planned and 
actually bought materials for this bridge at Second Street and the Hillsboro over the years. 

One Commission sat by and allowed a city alley to be appropriated after it had bsen in 
public use for three times the necessary seven years and after the main water lines had 
been put in it. Second street at present is a restricted street, though an important cog in the 
down-town traffic. 

Now comes the present administration and buys materials to complete the bridge, and 
Chief of Police Goodlett put on his overalls and took prison labor and built it as a “tem- 
porary” installation. and two-way traffic has begun. 

The Mayor says, “I want to thank those individuals who helped the securing of 
materials and actually did the work; there appeared to be a desire on the part of all City 
employees who were called on to see that the bridge was built in a hurry and as economi- 

` cally as possible. The cost to the taxpayers, for materials appears to be about $7,000, and 
the labor was done by City Employees and prison labor. 

The Mayor, along with Vice-Mayor Williams and Commissioner Davidson, January and 
Berrish rode in the Mayor's 1927 Ford. followed by Skipper Schoeppel in Eddie's old Chevy. 
As a comparison LeBron Williams’ jet age Caddy is bringing up the rear.
